The Balkan war area has again shown 

some activity, and news published to-day 
indicates that a Bulgar-German invasion 
of Greek territory is imminent. The town 
of Ghevgheli is threatened.

; The Submarine War. | 

The ‘seriousness of Germany's resolve to 
carry on a renewed submarine war with 
reckless vehemence is impressed ón the 
people of Britain by the attack on the 
Sussex. Hitherto the cross-Channel 
routes between England and Franco have 
been guarded with complete success. The 
remarkable record of immunity was broken 
on Friday afternoon, when the mail- 
boat Sussex was hit by a torpedo. The 


‘vessel was not sunk: she has since been 


berthed at Boulogne. The majority of 
the passengers, however, took to the boats 
when the explosion occurred, and. as a 
result of the overturning of one of the 
boats, there was some further loss of life 
in addition to that caused by the ex- 
plosiom. It is certain that among the 
victims there were Anijerican citizens. The 
case of the Sussex, apart from the special 
fact that it occurred on a sea-route which 
has hitherto been safe, and on which there 
is an ehormous traffic, is less remarkable 
in relation to the broader aspects of sub- 
marine warfare than the series of attacks 
on neutral vessels. So far as British 
ships are concerned, we have long ago re- 
cognised that no consideration for the lives 
of innocent and helpless passengers weighs 
with the enemy.. Women and children 
on board ship are as fair game to him as 
the dwellers in the towns within reach of 
Zeppelin bombs. The extent oí the 
slaughter is measured only by the enemy’s 
power to inflict it, and the only new fact 
is that, in some way or other, he has for 
the moment obtained a fresh lease of that 
power. The submarine menace is “once 
again to be dreaded by those who travel in 
British ships. Now, however, the menace 
is extended to neutral passenger vessels. 
In the past there have been scattered 
instances of attack ypon neutral merchant- 


‘| men; but the number and character of the 


losses sustained by neutral shipping since 
the beginning of March indicate a 'settled 
and virulent policy of general destruction. 
In regard to a few ships, the loss of which 
has aroused widespread indignation, the 
German Government has denied its guilt. 
No one believes its statements, even when 
there is no definite proof that they are 
false. 

As to the motives behind the new policy 
of wholesale destruction of ships, belli- 
gerent and neutral alike, we can have 
little doubt. Germany has taken note 
of the inconvenience suffered by Britain 
from the shortage of shipping, and she is 
anxious to turn that inconvenience into 
positive’ disaster. That is the meaning 
not only of her intense concentration on 
the design and building of submersible war 
vessels, but also of the despatch from her 
ports at great risk of commerce-raiders 
such as the Moewe and the Greif. The 
experience of her former submarine cam- 
paign told her that the British mercantile 
marine will not be deterred from its ordi- 
nary activity, no matter what the risk 
may be, and that the rate at which the 
number of British merchantmen can be re- 
duced is not sufficient to affect the country 
in the desired degree. It is deduced, 
then, that neutrals must be deterred from 
trading with Britain, and, to this end, 
neutral vessels must be destroyed. —Inci- 
dentally, this destruction will reduce the 
world’s shipping, and the theory has been 
advanced that Germany would regard this 
as. an advantage, not only on accoynt of 
the difficulties in which it would place 
Britain during the war, but also in view 
of the extent to which her own mercantile 
marine is being reduced—so that, after the 
war, she will be, though in a bad position, 
at least in no worse a position than her 
competitors. Her principal object, how- 
ever, we can hardly doubt to be the isola- 
tinn of the United Kingdom. The achieve- 
ment of this object plainly involves the 
hurting and offending of every other mari- 
time nation, not excepting Holland, which 
has been friendly and useful to her, or the 
United States, which has given her extra- 
ordinary latitude. - Germany has not re- 
coiled before this prospect. Slie is fol- 
lowing out her plans with deliberate 
ferocity. To have reached this stage 
of madness Germany must be. in sorry 
plight. Strangled by the blockade, she is 
kicking out wildly. It is a policy of 
despair. In this mood she is dangerous, 


and will for a while be able to do us some 


measure of harm. We trust to the Navy, 
which quickly suppressed the former sub- 
marine danger, to. deal with the new 
menace. ‘ That the Navy is alert we learn 
from the daring exploit of the raid on the 
Zeppelin sheds which was carried out with 
the assistance of the Fleet. We shall 
watch, too, the manner in which the 
aggrieved neutrals, especially America, 
will take Germany’s frantic transgression 
of the last shreds of the international 
code.

The Paris Conference. 


Mr. Hughes, in the course of his short 
visit to the old country, has given his 
fellow-citizens of the Empire a good many 
hard nuts to crack. The hardest of all 
was contained in a sentence of his speech 
at Cardiff. ‘What is wanted,” he said, 
“ie that men of all parties should purge 
themselves of their ideas.” In its 
strict meaning en idea is something that 
belongs to a man’s very self, without 
which he would no longer be himself, but 
somebody else. To ask him to give up 
that sort of idea is equivalent to asking 
him to abandon his identity. We make 
bold to say that Mr. Hughes cherishes 
idess of that kind which nothing would 
induce him to sacrifice while life remains. 
The kind of ideas, however, to which he 
is referring is the empty shibboleths that 
people adept from their political: parties, 
just as they order clothes of a certain 
fashion from the tailor or dressmaker. 
They cling to them, and are loth to part 
with them for others of a different cut; 
yet, if stern necessity compels them to re- 

sort to simpler habiliments, they, often

For many years to come German 
industry will be mortgaged to Europe to 
pay for the results of Prussian “ frightful- 
ness.” On the other hand, it is all-im- 
portant that Germany's external trade 
should be kept within due bounds ; that it 
should not be allowed to overflow into and 
choke the channels of necessary industries 
in other countries. If this war has taught 
us anything, it is that cheapness is a very 
extravagant luxury when purchased at the 
expense of home industries. We are still 
suffering in all sorts of directions for the 
easy-going “buy in the cheapest market ” 
theory, which found us at the outbreak 
of the war devoid of all sorts of things— 
drugs, dyes, magnetos, scientific instru- 
ments, and many others—of which Ger- 
many had managed to establish a virtual 
menopoly. 

How is this state of affairs to be pre- | 
vented from recurring? There are, no. 
doubt, more ways than one’ Commercial 
treaties with the Allied countries, absolute 
prohibitions of certain classes of imports, 
and other restrictions will all have their 
uses. It may be affirmed with some 
confidence that all these methods will in- 
volve for their successful application the 
employment of some sort of a tariff. It 
is this possibility that is fiuttering the 
dovecotes of old-fashioned Liberalism. One 
sees it in the rejoicings of the party organs 
over the appointment of Mr. Runciman as 
the British delegate to the Paris Confer- 
ence, and their horror lest Mr. Hughes 
should be asked to accompany him. . One 
sees it in the mealy-mouthed speech made 
by Mr. Lloyd George, in the House of 
Commons last week, when he deprecated 
any talk about tariffs. The Minister of 
Munitions is not afraid of Protection if he 
thinks it necessary, as he showed years 
ago when he passed his Patents Act. He 
is so anxious, however, to preserve the 
surface unity of the House of Commons 
that he is afraid to ruffle the susceptibili- 
ties of such of his party-associates as have 
not yet realised that the old things have 
passed away, and that Free Trade in the 
old sense is as dead as Julius Cesar. We 
have no desire that Mr. Runciman 
should go to the Conference furnished with 
a cut-and-dried scheme of tariffs or any- 
thing else; but we equally disclaim the 
notion that, because the Liberal Party in 
the past inscribed Free Trade on its pro- 
gramme, he is in any way precluded from 
considering any plans which may involve 
the setting up of a tariff in this country. 
He must listen to the proposais that are 
put forward with a really open mind, and 
must lay the recommendations of the Con- 
ference before his colleagues on his return 
without any parti pris. They in their 
turn must consider them without any refer- 
ence to the political prejudices of this or 
that party, but solely with a view to the 
interests of the British Empire and its 
Allies. 


India. 

We report to-day the speech in which 
Lord Hardinge, the outgoing Viceroy, 
said farewell to the Legislative Council 
and to India. Lord Hardinge’s tenure 
of office has been notably successful. At 
& less critical time the British public 
will do justice to the broad-minded and 
conciliatory, yet firm, statesmanship 
which has dissipated many dangers and 


solved many troublesome problems. For the 


moment the most important part of the 
Viceroy s farewell speech is its reference 
to the peaceful and contented state of 
the whole country. Germany counted con- 
fidently on a great native rising in India, 
and did her best to foment it; but 
India has been thoroughly loyal to 
the Empire. She has made splendid 
contributions of men and money to the 
war. She has inflicted a bitte: disappoint- 
ment on Germany, and she will reap 
her reward. Lord Hardinge premises 
that her fiscal interests will be 
considered~ carefully in the  recon- 
struction of Imperial finance. which will 
follow the war. He tells India that 
her political ambitions must be kept 
within practicable limits, but he strongly 
favours greater decentralisation and the 
delegation of more power to local govern- 
ments. He urges an improvement in the 
status and prospects of the native officers 
and men of the Indian Army, and he is 
hopeful that India’s demand for repre- 
sentation at the next Imperial Conference 
will now be regarded with a new sym- 
pathy in England and in the great Domi- 
nions. Many difficulties may arise in 
the fulfilment of these ambitions, but it 
is certain that the path will be smoothed | 
by the whole Empire's grateful recogni- 
tion of ‘India’s services in the war. 


Service and Gratitude. 

We rejoice in the growing feeling that, 
after the war, all possible steps should 
be taken to give effect to Captain William 
Redmond’s statement that “nothing is 
too good” for the men who have gone to 
the front. Many thousands of thé officers 
and men of the New Armies will return 
to their former appointments in civil life. 
Many other thousands have sacrificed 
everything in their country’s service— 
have interrupted their professional studies 
and abandoned substantial prospects of 
various kinds. It is not enough that 
these men should not be penalised for 


j their patriotism; we must insist that it 


shall inure to their material advantage. 
The State has set a good example by de- 
ciding to give preference, in future ap- 
pointments in the Indian Civil, Service, to 
men who have served in the war. The Com- 
mittee of the Headmasters’ Conference 
and the Incorporated Association of Head- 
masters now appeal to the governing 
bodies of secondary schools of all grades 
to keep the fighting teachers in their 
thoughts and to consider their claims to 
sterships that have become vacant 
during the war. A teacher who has dis- 
tinguished himself in the war deserves 
something more than restoration to his 
old position—he deserves promotion to a 
better one. We hope that this recom- 
mendation will be followed in Ireland, 
which has given a number of young 
assistant-masters to the Colours ; 'and we 
should like to see it extended, both in 
Great Britain and in Ireland, to members 
of other callings—to young business men 
who have.done well in the war, to young 
doctors and barristers who will be looking 
for ee appointments, to young clergy-

The British gunners, on the other 
hand, were extraordinarily accurate in 
their shooting, and soon had the Greif 
in a sinking condition, while their own 
vessel had barely been touched. But just 
when an easy victory seemed to be theirs 
a chance shot from the Greif wrecked the 
Alcantara’s rudder. She could no longer 
manceuvre out of the way of the torpedo 
which the Greif discharged just as she 
was sinking. Before she had actnally 
sunk a British cruiser arrived and ad- 
ministered the coup de grace, and then. 
with the accompanying destroyers, turned 
to rescue the survivors. 

This account of the action seems more 
credible than another which suggests that 
the fatal torpedo struck the Alcantara at 
the very commencement of the action, and 
that she was in a sinking condition all 
through it. It is easier to believe the 
et a that the Greif had “jammed” 
the British vessel’s wireless at the open- 
ing of the fight, and that it was not until 
a fortunate shot had carried away the 
wireless mast of the German that the 
Alcantara was able to resume communica- 
tion with her consorts. 

President Wilson is faced with a new 
problem—-or, rather, an old problem re 
peated—owing to the fact that several of 
the American passengers on board the 
Sussex have lost their lives. Mr. Lansing 
is said, no doubt correctly, to have tele- 
graphed for full particulars of the affair 
to the American diplomatic representa- 
tives in Europe. When he gets them 
it will be for the President to decide 
whether this latest outrage is, or is not, 
a flagrant breach of Germany's recent 
undertaking. If it is, he can hardly deal 
with the situation by sending another 
note, but must take more drastic steps. 
Otherwise, apart from anything else, his 
chance of a second term of office, already 
precarious, will be absolutely hopeless. 

Mr. Asquith saw the King on Saturday, 
and was able to spend the week-end in 
the country. His recovery is very welcome 
for many reasons. In the first place, he 
is due to attend this week s Paris Con- 
ference—the most important Council of 
the Allies since the war began, and one 
which, it is hoped, will prepare the way 
for a simultaneous or id dltenaive by 
all the belligerents. n the second place, 
the Prime Minister s presence is urgently 
required in the House of Commons. He 
alone can clear up the unfortunate mis- 
understanding which has arisen over the 
position of the married men, most of whom 
attested on the faith of his own pledge. 
It is quite evident that, if our Armies 
are to be maintained at the strength 
necessary to fulfil our obligations to our 
Allies, more of the married men will have 
to be called up than was thought ay 9 
when the Derby scheme aoa 
path of duty ought to be made as easy 
as possible for them ; yet the Treasury 
is said to be putting difficulties in the 
way of such generous provision as would 
enable them to go without grievous hard- 
ship to their families. A firm word from 
the. Treasury’s First Lord could remove 
these difficulties. 

In connection with these obligations to 
our Allies it is, perhaps, not generally 
realised that, owing to the recent exten- 
sion, the British Army is now holding the 
trenches the whole way from the Yser to 
the Somme—a distance of ninety miles, 
as compared with the twenty or thirty 
that it held at the time of the first battle 
of Ypres. This voluntary increase in its 
responsibilities has, without doubt, been 
a great service to our Allies, enabling 
them to strengthen their reserve in the 
Verdun sector without unduly weakening 
other parts of their line. lt imposes a 
corresponding responsibility on the men 
left in the United Kingdom to see that 
the battalions at the front-—English. 
Scottish, and Irish—are kept up to 
strength by a constant dow of reinforce- 
ments. 

The Admiralty are boldly carrying out 
tha policy of destroying the German 
temualing | in their lair. Not since the 
famous raid on Cuxhaven on Christmas 
Day, 1914, has there been such a bold. 
and, it is to be hoped, so successful, a 
British air raid as that announced to-day. 
The operation is very nearly like the Cux- 
haven raid, but it was for many reasons 
far more important. The first similarity 
lies in the fact that the seaplanes that 
carried out the raid were convoyed to their 
rendezvous by a flotilla of British light 
cruisers and destroyers, under the com- 
mand of Commodore Tyrwhitt, who was 
in the command of the Cuxhaven opera- 
tions. Next, we notice, there was almost 
simultaneous fighting in ‘the air and on the 
sea. Thirdly, although no official details 
have come to hand, it would appear from 
the Danish pay that the operations 
achieved their 

Yesterday's nail was, however, more 
daring than its redecessor. The country 
east of Sylt, in Sthleswig-Holstein is much 
farther off than Cuxheven.

One 
takes that for granted, because, even if Sir 
Ernest snd his comrades have not crossed 
the Pole, there are ten men of the Aurora 
to be rescued, and unless the Endurance 
brings Sir Ernest and his companions back 
to Buenos Ayres when she returns it will be 
necessary for her or some other ship to go 
back to Weddel Sea Base again at the end 
of the year to succour them. They may 
have found insuperable obstacles on the 
approach to the Pole from that side, and 
have been obliged to turn in their track, 
reaching their base after the Endurance had 
sailed. But these are questions for experts, 
of whom I cannot pretend to be one. Of one 
thing I am sure—that Sir Ernest’s many 
friends and admirers at home and throughout 
the Empire vill spare no efforte* even at 
this time, when energies are centred on the 
war, to send the best help to him and his 
brave men.

FALL OF THE MARK IN NEUTRAL 
COUNTRIES. 

Reuter’s Agency understands that the fol- 
lowing may be regarded as the view held in 
British official circles with reference to the 
relative position of British and German 
credit in the present phase of the war:— 

First, there 1s no doubt of the fact that the 
strain of the war has exhausted Germany's 
productive power, and that the enemy's at- 
tempts to bolster up the mark has been 
resented by neutral countries, and in this 
respect has had the opposite effect. 

Judged by the evidence of rates of exchange, 
the difference between the relative financial 
position of England and Germany is remark- 
able, in spite of artificial restrictions imposed 
by the Reichsbank on dealings in exchange 
and of all the other efforts made to maintain 
the value of the mark. Foreign exchanges 
show very great depreciation in the value of 
German currency, while the English pound 
sterling shows a depreciation which is com- 
paratively trivial. To give a few examples :— 

On the 22nd Marth the mark and pound 
sterling showed depreciation respectively in 
curreney of the United States of 25 per cent, 
and 2 per cent., in that of the three Scan- 
dinavian countries of over SO} per cent. pee 
8} per cent., in that of Holland of 294 pe 
cent. and of not quite 75 per cent., and i in 
that of Switzerland of nearly 25 per cent. and 
just over 1 per cent, 

This fall in value of the mark has been 
brought about despite Germany s inability 
to buy goods abroad, which helps to main- 
tain it. It is most interesting as proof of 
recognition on the part of neutrals of the 
certainty of Germany s defeat; and still more 
significant, perhaps, is the indication that it 
gives of the despair of the. Germans them- 
selves.

_ The Military Correspondent of the Daily 
'elegraph writes—In such a war, wherein 
not only fresh engines of destruction are re- 
peatedly introduced, but also in which their 
effects cannot be gauged with any confidence 
in advance, our military chiefs have quite 
rightly refused to eliminate the chances of a 
German landing on our East Coast as impos 
sible.

NAVAL ENGAGEMENT 


REPORTED. 


(PRESS ASSOCIATION WAR SPECIALS.) 
COPENHAGEN, Sunpay, 12.30 p.m. 


The Berlingske T'idende has received the 
following telegram from Esbjerg, -of yester- 
day’s date :—A heavy cannonade was heard 
from the North Sea this morning, and sensa-- 
tional rumours were soon abroad that a great 
battle was being fought off Fanoe. Later in- 
telligence seems to indicate that the en- 
counter was not such a big affair as at first 
supposed. Fifteen British Gestucpech and five 
apparently small British cruisers approached 
from the sea; and then turned off in a 
southerly direction, evidently in pursuit of a 
German squadron, which, however, was not 
visible from the land. Simultaneously about 
five hydroplanes were seen to go up from 
the British squadron, and disappear to the 
southward. Shortly afterwards there was 
terrific firing, lasting fifteen minutes. Two 
German trawlers were then seen approaching 
the land at full speed, altering their course 
southwards when close to the Danish terri- | 
torial limit. At this point a sudden snow- 
storm obscured everything from view, and 
when some time later the horizon cleared the 
hydroplanes were seen returning. 

Telegrams from Nordby, in the island of 
Faroe, say two trawlers were seen on fire, 
while two other German trawlers were ob- 
served hurrying towards the land, and then 
continuing their way southwards in the direc- 
tion of Wilhelmshaven. 

Smacks, which arrived at Esbjerg to-night, 
report having seen several British and Ger- 
man squadrons. . 

The action was fought from twenty-five to 
thirty miles from the Nei. and ten to fiíteen 
miles south oí the Grad Dyb Lightship, which 
is a favourite hunting ground for fishing 
gmacks, which German torpedo boats are in 
the habit ot chasing away whenever possible.

SALONIKA, Marca 25. 

Since the French advance last week and the 
occupation of the villages on the frontier there 
have been almost daily skirmishes and desul- 
tory shooting, accompanied by increased 
aerial activities on both sides. The French 
occupy fairly strong positions on rising hilly 
ground on both sides of the River Vardar, 
where the Ghevgheli plain ends. The town 
itself is within sight and gunshot of the 
French advance posts, and the railway station 
was violently bombarded yesterday. No in- 
fantry action has yet taken place, except when 
the Germans were driven out of Machikovo, 
aid the. casualties and losses have been in- 
significant.
